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RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 



1 . The proposed range of 3 to 9 parts by weight per 1 00 parts by weight fluorocarbon 
random copolymer was never presented during prosecution. As such, it constitutes a new issue 
that would require further search and consideration. Moreover, it is not clear that the value of 
4.94 vol% shown in Table (A) is patentably distinct from the lower limit of about 5 vol% 
disclosed in claim 9 of Chen et al. ( f 823). Furthermore, it is not clear why the "High limit of 
MgO + Ca(OH) 2 " example uses 3 parts MgO and 6 parts Ca(OH) 2 . It would appear that the 
"high limit" would have 9 parts Ca(OH) 2 and no MgO. Under this condition, the vol% of 
"alkaline earth metal oxide or alkaline earth metal hydroxide or combinations thereof should 
clearly fall within the range of about 5 to 20 vol% disclosed in claim 9 of Chen et al. ('823). 

For at least these reasons, the proposed amendment does not materially reduce or 
simplify the issues for appeal. Therefore, the amendment filed 15 July 2003 will not be entered.
